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Pregnant 
woman’s 
attacker 
locked up 

THE FEROCITY of his 
attack on his heavily preg¬ 
nant former girlfriend was 
so intense that he broke two 
knives. 

Now Andre Omar Smith is 
behind bars for the frenzied 
attack after starting a 15- 
year prison sentence. 

Rachel Kane had split up 
with Smith in 2009 and was 
seven months pregnant by 
her new partner at the time 
of the attack. She was criti¬ 
cally injured and went into 
premature labour, giving 
birth a week later to a baby 
girl who survived. 

Smith, aged 25, of Ham- 
stead Road, Great Barr, was 
sentenced on Monday after 
admitting the attempted 
murder of Miss Kane at her 
home in Kidderminster. 

A charge of attempted 
destruction of Miss Kane’s 
unborn child was ordered to 
lie on file. 

The court was told Smith 
had broken into Miss Kane’s 
house, in Lea Street on July 
28, armed with a knife bef¬ 
ore carrying out the attack in 
front of their four-year-old 
son. Both Miss Kane and her 
son’s screams alerted neigh¬ 
bours and the young moth¬ 
er’s family were also called. 

The 25-year-old was left in 
a critical condition with nine 
stab wounds, including six 
to her abdomen. Her uterus 
and liver were also lacerated 
and she suffered a perfo¬ 
rated bowel.

A COMMUNITY has pulled together to 
help one mother realise her dream of 
creating a Christmas her seriously ill 
son will never forget 

Melodie Williams had only one wish this year - to 
create a winter wonderland that her three-year-old 
son Mason would remember forever and thanks to 
the Christmas spirit shown by friends, families and 
businesses, her vision has become a reality 


Hundreds of lights, deco¬ 
rations, inflatable snow 
globes and even a snow 
machine were donated to 
the family following a heart¬ 
felt appeal. 

Dozens of volunteers all 
joined in to help put up daz¬ 
zling displays which illumi¬ 
nate the family’s home and 
garden in Rowley Regis. 

Mrs Williams said: “It was 
absolutely brilliant to see 
the house lit up. Everyone’s 
feedback from it was really 
lovely. We had so many 
people who had helped turn 
up to see the lights and the 
road was full of cars. They 
all said they had a wonderful 
time.” 

Inspired 

Despite the fact he is par¬ 
tially-sighted in his right 
eye, Mason enjoys lights and 
it was this which inspired 
the idea for the light show. 

“Unfortunately, Mason 
wasn’t very well on the 
night and couldn’t really 
enjoy it, but we will keep the 
house lit up for the rest of 
Christmas for him to enjoy,” 
Mrs Williams added. 

Mason was born with a 
condition commonly known 
as having ‘half a heart’ - 
Hypoplastic left heart syn¬ 
drome (HLHS). The condi¬ 
tion occurs in around one 
out of 4,344 live births and 
current expectations are 
that 70 per cent of those 
with HLHS will reach adult¬ 
hood. 

Mason also has a rare con¬ 
dition called microdeletion, 
which means he is missing 
genes and has development 
delay, which has stunted his

growth and slowed his 
ability to learn. 

Mason has already under¬ 
gone two big operations to 
‘re-plumb’ his heart, but due 
to pressures in his lungs, he 
is currently unable to have 
the final stage of the proce¬ 
dure. 

He continues to receive 
regular care, but the family 
have been told that if his 
condition does not improve 
or he does not continue to 
grow within 12 months he 
will not be able to have the 
operation, which is known 
as the Norwood Procedure. 

“It’s a massive operation 
and he really needs to show 
that he is strong enough and 
the pressure in his lungs is 
low enough before they will 
even consider starting,” Mrs 
Williams, said. “If he had the 
operation today he wouldn’t 
survive. 

“We wanted to make this 
Christmas really memorable 
for everyone. If Mason can’t 
have his operation, there’s a 
chance he may not be here 
next year, so it had to be 
extra special. This is the best 
Christmas present we as a 
family could have ever asked 
for.” 

Mrs Williams, who is also 
mother to Adam, 16, Sadie, 
11, Harmonie, six and 
Dominic, four, is still uncer¬ 
tain what the future holds 
for Mason. But she said after 
last Friday’s switch on: “I 
just want to say a big thank 
you to everyone that helped 
make the day so special.”

Pupils at best schools in Black Country 


MORE pupils in Sandwell attend 
good or outstanding primary 
schools than anywhere else in the 
Black Country, a new report 
revealed today 

Eighty-two per cent of youngsters in 
the borough attend top-rated schools, 
compared to 72 per cent in Dudley and 
60 per cent in Walsall. In Wolverhamp¬ 
ton the figure is just 56 per cent. 

The figures were revealed in educa¬ 
tion watchdog Ofsted’s annual report. 

Meanwhile, the borough is also per¬ 


forming well in the Black Country in 
terms of secondary education with 74 
per cent of pupils attending good or 
outstanding secondary schools, com¬ 
pared with 78 per cent in Walsall and 
72 per cent in Wolverhampton. In 
Dudley just 55 per cent go to good or 
outstanding secondary schools. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member 
for children’s services Councillor 
Simon Hackett said: “Improving edu¬ 
cation in Sandwell is a priority and we 
have made progress towards achieving 


that ambition.” The figures were 
revealed as Ofsted warned that the 
story of England’s education system is 
‘a tale of two nations’. 

Children from similar backgrounds 
and of similar abilities can end up with 
different prospects just because of 
where they were born and the quality 
of the school they attended, according 
to the watchdog’s annual report. It 
suggested that there is still a ‘patch- 
work of provision’, with some areas 
performing much better than others. 


Ex-Albion 
player is 
caught in 
bets row 

A FORMER West Bromwich 
Albion footballer has been 
caught up in a gambling 
storm while a recent Wolves 
opponent has been accused 
of spot-fixing at Molineux. 

Sam Sodje is alleged to 
have been the fixer at the 
centre of the alleged scam, 
which sees betting syndi¬ 
cates wager on cautions. 

Mr Sodje, 33, also 
allegedly told how he 
punched Oldham Athletic 
player Jose Baxter in the 
groin when he was playing 
for Portsmouth last season 
to get sent off in exchange 
for a £70,000 payout. 

Mr Sodje played 11 games 
on loan at Albion from 
Reading in spring 2007 and 
helped them to the Champi¬ 
onship play-off final. 

The Football Association 
hierarchy has been quick to 
rule out claims of match¬ 
fixing being widespread in 
the game, after six people 
were arrested by the 
National Crime Agency. 

Oldham Athletic forward 
Cristian Montano is one of 
them. He was accused of 
spot-fixing in a recent game 
against Wolves at Molineux 
and has been suspended 
without pay by his team. 

Twenty-one-year-old Col¬ 
ombian attacker Montano is 
alleged to have tried to get 
booked in exchange for cash 
in the first half of Wolves’ 
League One game against 
Oldham on October 22, 
which Wolves won 2-0. 

Patrols set 
to continue 

POLICE patrols will con¬ 
tinue around a playing field 
that has been a magnet for 
problems after officers 
arrested five teenagers for 
racially-motivated attacks - 
including an assault on two 
pensioners. 

An investigation began in 
October when two men, 
aged 68 and 70, were kicked 
and punched in separate 
attacks in Cradley Heath. 

Another assault was rep¬ 
orted when an eight-year- 
old boy was slapped, and a 
man was in his Toyota car 
when the group of teenagers 
surrounded it and kicked it, 
causing damage to the car. 
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Ex-chief breaks silence on Public's end 


FORMER boss of The Public, Linda 
Saunders has this week broken her 
sildence to finally hit out over the 
decision to turn the building into a 
sixth form. 

The ex-managing director of the 
facility insists that the venue had 
been making a real difference to 
people in Sandwell, before it was 
closed for good. She claims that staff 
at the £72 million centre, including 
herself, had only found out about the 


plans when they were given a draft 
press statement the evening before 
the announcement to close it was 
made. 

Mrs Saunders hit out at the 
council, claiming it could have saved 
£400,000 a year in the grant it gave 
to the centre and still keep the build¬ 
ing open as an arts centre. 

A few days on from Sandwell Arts 
Trust, which ran the centre, 
handing back the keys to the 


council, she said: “In 2009 when 
Sandwell Arts Trust was set up to 
run the project, we signed a 25-year 
agreement with the council. 

“That had an agreement to break 
after two years to allow both of us to 
work out if The Public was a finan¬ 
cial goer. We got to March 2011 - the 
council had not done anything about 
making their mind up. ” 

The council has maintained that 
it has pulled funding for The Public 


as it cannot afford the £1.6m it 
ploughed into it every year, but Mrs 
Saunders said studies have showed 
that amount could potentially have 
been cut by a quarter. “Jones Lang 
LaSalle had identified we could keep 
it and reduce it by £400,000.” 

Mrs Saunders said she was partic¬ 
ularly ‘angry’ about the job losses at 
the New Street site. “Some really 
good people that I have worked with 
have lost their jobs.” 


Wheelie bins targeted 
by yobs to start blazes 


ARSONISTS are targeting wheelie bins in the 
latest spate of fires in recent weeks. 

Tipton fire station’s crew commander Gary Mel¬ 
ville said crews have been called out on at least five 
occasions in recent weeks. In the latest attack a car 
caught fire after a bin was set alight on Sunday night. 


Cannabis 
damage 
£20k bill 

A LANDLORD has been left 
with a bill for up to £20,000 
for damage to a former shop 
that was turned into a 
cannabis factory, with 
around £295,000 of drugs 
inside, a court heard. 

Defendant Anh Van was 
found hiding in the toilet of 
13 Market Place, Great 
Bridge, when police exe¬ 
cuted a warrant there on 
September 18. Two rooms in 
the basement had been used 
to grow drugs, as well as two 
rooms on the first floor, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Written instructions had 
been left for the people 
tending to the drugs farm, 
and the electricity had been 
bypassed, said Mr Kevin 
Jones, prosecuting. He add¬ 
ed: “The landlord had let the 
property to three Polish men 
and police inquiries are con¬ 
tinuing into those three.” 

The case of a second man 
arrested at the property at 
the same time was adjour¬ 
ned. Mr Malcolm Fowler, 
defending, said Van had only 
spent two weeks working at 
the site before his arrest, 
and had pleaded guilty to 
production of Class B drugs 
at Sandwell Magistrates on 
September 20. 

Judge Mark Eades said 
Van had paid £6,500 to be 
smuggled into the country. 

Van was sentenced to 16 
months jail. 


Now fire crews are urging 
residents to be vigilant. 

The most recent attacks 
come after a teenager was 
arrested and bailed after a 
string of fires in Walsall. 

Crew commander Melville 
said today that arson was 
the ‘weapon of choice’. He 
said: “We are having a bit of 
a spate of somebody setting 
fire to household wheelie 
bins. Personally we have had 
five in three weeks. ” 

In the latest fire, crews 
from the station were called 
to Palethorpe Road in Ocker 
Hill at 11.53pm on Sunday. 

The fire spread from the 
bin and damaged a nearby 
VW Golf. 

Vigilant 

Crew commander Melville 
said: “This one caught the 
front end of this man’s car, 
he was quite upset about it 
and said we should be going 
out and doing more impor¬ 
tant things like saving 
someone’s life rather than 
dealing with wheelie bins.” 

He said firefighters have 
also been called to wheelie 
bin fires in Wednesbury Oak 
Road and High Street in 
recent weeks and urged res¬ 
idents to be vigilant and put 
their bins out as late as pos¬ 
sible. 

Last month it was rep¬ 
orted that vandals set fire to 
wheelie bins near homes in 
Walsall. Eight fires were 
started in three roads in 
Walsall, and in one blaze a 
terrified resident had to 
climb out of a window to 
escape as flames were block¬ 
ing his front door. 

The blazes happened dur¬ 
ing September and October 
on Ivatt Close, Pelsall Lane 
and Newcomen Court.

Mother who survived brutal 
attack left asking 'what if?' 


Long and 
winding 
road for 
Baggies’ 
busking 

BAGGIES may be on a bad 
run at the moment but 
surely things can’t be that 
bad for striker Shane Long. 

For hours after Albion 
slumped to a 2-0 defeat 
against Norwich City, the 
footballer was spotted 
busking on the streets of 
Dublin.

THE CHILLING words of one young mother, bru¬ 
tally beaten and stabbed while she was seven 
months pregnant, have resounded this week, 
after her attacker was locked up for 15 years. 

The 25-year-old former partner of Andre Omar 
Smith stated during the court case: “I’m constantly 
reliving what happened and asking ‘what if?’” 

At the time of the attack on 
July 28, Rachel Kane was 
pregnant by her new partner, 
but because of the extent of 
her injuries, she has been told 
that she will not be able to 
have another baby. 

Worcester Crown Court 
heard Smith, 25, of Ham- 
stead Road, Great Barr, and 
Miss Kane had been in a 
‘turbulent’ relationship 
until 2009. Under an 
arrangement, their four- 
year-old son was collected by 
his grandparents on Satur¬ 
day afternoons and returned 
on Sunday evenings. 



But on the Sunday of the 
attack, Smith arrived at 
Miss Kane’s house, in Lea 
Street, Kidderminster, along 
with his young son. Miss 
Kane shouted through the 
closed front door for him to 
leave. Instead he smashed 
the glass and let himself in 
before punching Miss Kane 
to the head and abdomen. 

Guilty 

The court heard Smith 
had taken a 9in blade with 
him, but this was not used to 
stab Miss Kane - the handle 
being used to strike her. 

When this broke, Smith 
got another knife from the 
kitchen. This was the 
weapon it is believed was 
used. The court heard Smith 
had continued the attack 
using a potato peeler. 

Smith, who pleaded guilty 
to attempted murder at an 
earlier hearing, will serve at 
least 10 years in jail. He will 
also be under licence for five 
years following his release. 

Mr Paul Whitfield, prose¬ 
cuting, said following the

attack, Smith had walked 
calmly. He said Smith was 
arrested at a service station 
in Hagley a short time later. 

A statement from Miss 
Kane was read out during 
the hearing. She said: 
“Before this happened I 
would not have described 
myself as an anxious person. 
I was outgoing. However 
now I suffer from stress and 
depression. I’m constantly 
reliving what happened and 
asking what if? Things will 
never be the same again.” 

Miss Kane was found to 
have suffered six stab 
wounds to her abdomen and 
injuries to her face. Despite 
her ordeal she gave birth to a 
healthy daughter in August. 

Miss Abigail Nixon, for 
Smith, said: “This behav¬ 
iour was out of character 
and it was not planned.” But 
Judge Robert Juckes QC 
said he ‘rejected’ this claim. 

Detective Inspector David 
Williams said Smith was 
clearly ‘a very dangerous 
individual’.

Daughter of dementia sufferer 


A WOMAN ‘snapped’ and stabbed 
her elderly mother, who had demen¬ 
tia, with a knife, a court heard. 

Gillian Manders had been caring 
for her 91-year-old mother Edna for 
a number of years at their home in 
Cardigan Close, Hateley Heath, 
West Bromwich. Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard how Manders 
immediately called emergency serv¬ 
ices to tell them what she had done 
after the incident on March 2. She 


admitted a charge of wounding in a 
case described by Judge Mark Eades 
as ‘a tragedy’. Mr Paul Spratt, pros¬ 
ecuting, said the pensioner was left 
with a deflated lung and she 
required four stitches. He said: 
“Gillian Manders had live at the 
house for most, if not all, of her life. 

“For a considerable time she had 
taken care of her mother - a role she 
had taken after she became unem¬ 
ployed in 2009. On the day in ques¬ 


tion the defendant called the police 
and confessed she had used a knife 
and stabbed out at her mother. The 
police attended with an ambulance 
and Edna Manders had a cut of two 
to three centimetres in diameter to 
the left side of her chest.” 

Mr Spratt said Manders admitted 
her guilt at the scene and at the 
police station. Her mother was 
moved to a nursing home where she 
recovered. Miss Kate Thomas, def-

ending, said: “This isn’t a case 
where someone didn’t have a sup¬ 
portive family around. What Miss 
Manders needs is a reason to get up 
in the morning. 

“She is a woman who needs emp¬ 
loyment. She is an educated person 
who has worked hard all her life and 
simply snapped.” Judge Eades sen¬ 
tenced Manders to an 18-month 
supervision order. She must carry 
out 150 hours of unpaid work.

Cannabis 
farm pair 
rumbled 
after fire 

TWO VIETNAMESE men 
paid to be smuggled into the 
country illegally and were 
then rumbled as the garden¬ 
ers of a cannabis farm with 
drugs worth up to £1.2 
million, a court heard. 

Ninh Pham and Chien 
Tran were discovered at the 
industrial unit on Wattville 
Road, Smethwick, when fire 
crews were called out to a 
blaze on November 5. Ten 
rooms were full of drugs. 

There was a total of 1,359 
plants which could have 
been worth between 
£427,000 on the streets if 
they were sold in bulk, or up 
to £1.28m if the yield was 
sold in numerous smaller 
packages, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court heard. 

The pair, of no fixed 
address, were linked to the 
scene by fingerprints dotted 
around the ‘sophisticated’ 
set-up, as well as DNA on a 
toothbrush, said Mr Kevin 
Jones, prosecuting. Both 
pleaded guilty to producing 
cannabis. 

Kevin Jones said the 44- 
year-old Tran had been cau¬ 
tioned by West Yorkshire 
Police on May 15 for produc¬ 
ing cannabis and was set to 
be deported. Pham, 62, was 
of previous good character, 
also pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to 16 months. He 
will also now be deported. 

Rehab centre 
set to relocate 

A REHABILITATION cen¬ 
tre which helps 300 people 
kick drug and alcohol prob¬ 
lems every week will relo¬ 
cate across a borough to cut 
costs, after plans were 
approved. 

The facility will now be 
housed at the Alberta build¬ 
ing, Oldbury Road, Smeth¬ 
wick. It comes after 
Sandwell Council inherited 
responsibility for public 
health from the former 
Primary Care Trust. 

The council says the lease 
agreed by the trust was too 
expensive so it is moving the 
service to a council-owned 
building instead.

NINE multi-million pound 
health centres due to be 
built in Sandwell have been 
put on hold until at least 
next year, it can be revealed 
today. 

NHS England says there 
is no revenue funding to 
build new health centres in 
Wednesbury, Great Bridge 
and in Langley, after 
Sandwell Council spent 
thousands clearing the land. 

A £9 million Wednesbury 
health centre, a £5.6m super 
surgery in Oldbury and a 
£5m centre in Great Bridge - 
all of which already have 
planning permission - had 
been at the top of the 
agenda. 

A further six projects in 
Carters Green and Hill Top, 
for Stone Cross in West 
Bromwich and for Cradley 
Heath, Dudley Port, Great 
Barr and Friar Park in Wed 
nesbury are also on hold. 

The former Primary Care 
Trust, abolished in April, 
ranked those six projects as 
high priority in 2011, setting 
a target of having them fin¬ 
ished in the next four years. 

Alison Taylor, of NHS 
England said: “Demands on 
the local budget are high and 
we have been told there is no 
further revenue funding this 
year for new premises. ” 

Council chiefs have 
written to NHS England 
calling for them to build the 
three health centres where 
plans had progressed fur¬ 
thest - Wednesbury, Great 
Bridge and Langley - or face 
losing the land.

A CUTTING-EDGE com¬ 
puter game which helps 
young people in Sandwell 
with their emotional behav¬ 
iour and communication 
skills has won a top industry 
award. 

Glitched was named Best

Former city university librarian dies at 90 



Anthony Nicholls 


HE WAS known by thousands of stu¬ 
dents who attended Birmingham 
University, having spent 25 years 
working as its chief librarian. 

Tributes have been paid to 
Anthony Nicholls, of Wolverhampton, 
who died days after his 90th birthday. 

Mr Nicholls was also well known in 
Wolverhampton’s Catholic commu¬ 
nity after being an altar server at SS 
Mary and John’s Church in Snow Hill 
for more than 80 years. His family 
today said he will be remembered for 
his kindness and sense of humour. 

Mr Nicholls was born and bred in 


Wolverhampton and was one of the 
last Bevin Boys - a group of young 
men conscripted to work down the 
mines during the Second World War. 

He worked in Hilton Main Colliery 
and his family say he often spoke 
about the characters he met there. 

After this, the former pupil of St 
Chad’s College in Fallings Park went 
to Birmingham University where he 
took a degree in Classics. He later did 
a year-long course in librarianship and 
would return to the university, which 
family say was close to his heart. He 
stayed there for most of his working 


life, apart from a few early years in 
advertising at Smethwick firm 
Wellman Incandescent. 

Mr Nicholls’ son Guy, a 58-year-old 
priest, said: “People always remem¬ 
ber him for his kindness and sense of 
humour. At the university library, he 
was in charge of a large staff and one 
of the things that has been coming 
through, especially since his death, is 
that many of his former colleagues 
remember him with a great affection. 

“Some have said he was definitely 
the best boss that they ever had. For 
me, he was a wonderful father.” 


Mr Nicholls, who lived in Finchfield 
Gardens, was also a member of Birm¬ 
ingham Roman Catholic Diocesan His¬ 
torical Committee. 

He was a driving force in the 
restoration of St Peter’s and St Paul’s 
Church in North Street, which was 
revamped after falling into a state of 
disrepair in the 1960s and 1970s. Mr 
Nicholls was also chair of governors at 
SS Mary and John’s Primary School. 

Mr Nicholls died on November 26 
after an illness. He also leaves behind 
wife Patricia. He also had another son 
Charles, who died in 2003 aged 46. 


Costs mount up after high 
winds batter Black Country 


PEOPLE across Sandwell and the Black Country have this week been 
left counting the costs of severe winds in the wake of storms which 
battered the country, causing two deaths and damage to property. 

Last Thursday’s wintry blast resulted in the worst tidal surges in 60 years 
while severe winds in the Midlands left five people injured and saw Birming¬ 
ham’s German Market closed. Thousands of people across the country were evac¬ 
uated from their homes with reports of gusts of up to 140mph. 


One man died after he was struck by a 
falling tree in a park in Nottinghamshire 
while a lorry driver was killed when his 
HGV toppled on to a number of cars in West 
Lothian, Scotland. 

More than 100,000 homes and businesses 
were hit by power cuts with properties in 
the North East, Yorkshire and North Lin- 
conshire among those affected. 

In the Midlands there were reports of 
around 20 trees falling. In Walsall, a builder 
who had been carrying out some work on a 
patio at a home in Woodend Road was 
struck on his shoulders and back by a tree 
which fell in the back garden of the prop¬ 
erty. 

The ambulance service was called shortly 
after 1.15pm and the man, who was in his 
30s, was taken to Manor Hospital after com¬ 
plaining of neck and back pain. 

The tree also broke several roof tiles and 
smashed a window pane on the patio door, 
causing hundreds of pounds of damage. 

The homeowner, who did not want to be 
named, said: “My wife was home at the 
time. It was a shock. We were very worried 
but it looks like he will be okay.” 

Released 

Staff from Walsall Housing Group were 
also called out after a tree fell against a two- 
storey block of flats in Tame Close, Walsall, 
at around 3pm. 

Tame Close resident Lee Morgan, aged 
45, said: “They responded fairly quickly and 
have cut up the tree. It’s been really fright¬ 
ening because the wind was really strong. 
The wheelie bins were blowing around the 
communal garden area. We had to wedge 
them inbetween the sheds.” 

A pedestrian was also seriously injured by 
falling window glass in Gas Street, Birming¬ 
ham and the city centre’s popular Frank¬ 
furt market and craft market was closed for 
around two hours from 2pm after one of the 
stalls was blown over. 

Medics were called near to the new 
library and treated two patients at 1.30pm. 
One woman, believed to be in her 50s, was 
assessed and later released by medics at the 
scene. A second female of the same age was

treated at the scene for a hip injury. Tree 
falls were also reported across the Midlands, 
including across Valley Road, near to the 
Museum of Cannock Chase in Hednesford, 
at about 1.15pm. 

Dozens of schoolchildren, from St Mary’s 
Catholic Primary School in Brierley Hill and 
St Paul’s CE Primary in Tipton, who had 
been visiting the museum to learn about the 
Second World War, were stranded for about 
an hour after the tree blocked off their exit. 

A metal shed was blown into a tree and 
became stuck in Clarence Street, Upper 
Gornal, while a chimney collapsed on to a 
house roof in Wimperis Way, Pheasey. 

Firefighters were called out at about 
2.15pm and cordoned off the front of the 
home and neighbouring property. 

Rail commuters travelling in and out of 
the Midlands on Thursday afternoon faced 
delays due to overhead line problems 
because of a fallen tree. 

People were warned of disruption 
between Manchester Piccadilly and Birm¬ 
ingham New Street after a tree fell onto the 
railway line at Prestbury and damaged over¬ 
head wires. 

Justine Howl, communications manager 
at Birmingham Airport said the airport had 
remained fully operational but some aircraft 
had to do ! go-arounds’ if they felt it was nec¬ 
essary on approach. 

Other distruption was reported across the 
country after the North Sea surge hit the 
north Norfolk coast and headed south 
throughout the night. 

The Met Office said the Atlantic storm 
brought severe gales of between 60mph and 
80mph across Scotland and northern parts 
of England, and some mountainous regions 
in Aberdeenshire and Inverness-shire 
reported speeds of around 140mph. 

Environment Secretary Owen Paterson 
said: “It is really important that people take 
steps to prepare for flooding. Clearly our pri¬ 
ority is public safety and I urge people to act 
on the advice from the environment agency, 
police and local agencies.”

What will Jane bring 
to Poundland table? 



Baking belle Jane Asher whose appeal may now go beyond the middle classes 


With the opening of Pound- 
land’s 500th store, star baker 
JANE ASHER hopes to 
change perceptions about 
the discount retailer 


SHE WAS once the envy of 
practically every teenage girl in 
the Western world when she 
was the girlfriend of former 
Beatle Paul McCartney. 

Jane Asher, actress, author, baker 
and for many, an icon of the swinging 
60s, was a permanent fixture on the 
arm of the celebrated music legend, 
and was expected to be Mrs McCart¬ 
ney, having been his muse for five 
years. 

But away from the heady days of psy¬ 
chedelia and yellow submarines, Jane 
now finds herself out of Pepperland and 
very much at the forefront of Poundland, 
having cut the ribbon on Britain’s 500th 
discount store in Birmingham. 

Since hanging up her acting boots, 
Jane has gone on to become renowned as 
a baking entrepreneur, with a bakeware 
collection due to be launched throughout 
the Willenhall-based company’s stores up 
and down the country, early in the new 
year. 

It is the firm’s first foray into celebrity 
collaboration, but comes on the back of 
the ever-increasing popularity of home 
backing in the UK, which now sees an 
incredible one in seven Brits baking more 
than twice a week. 

Five years ago, the idea that such a 
standard bearer for middle-class domes¬ 
ticity would have opened a branch of 
Poundland would have been laughed at. 

Does her endorsement finally mark a 
watershed moment for the Black 
Country-based retailer, where nothing 
costs more than £1? She certainly 
believes so. The actress, who made her 
name alongside Michael Caine in Alfie, 
says she has long been a Poundland 
shopper. “I know Poundland, I shop 


there, like most people, towards Christ¬ 
mas, where I will pick up bits and pieces. 

“I hate that awful expression ‘yummy 
mummies’, but my step-daughter who 
has two children, regularly shops at 
Poundland. 

“The notion that it’s just popular 
with people who have no money, or the 
downtrodden, is simply not true. Every¬ 
body needs to be sensible with their 


money, and that it is true across the 
social classes.” 

Poundland chief executive Jim 
McCarthy points out that 22 per cent of 
the chain’s shoppers come from the 
higher income groups, known as AB in 
marketing terms, and says the tough 
economic climate of the last five years 
has played a crucial role in bringing the 
retailer into the mainstream. 


The latest expansion programme will 
see a total of 21 new Poundland stores 
open over a five-week period, and Mr 
McCarthy says the company has identi¬ 
fied 1,000 more sites with the potential of 
supporting another Poundland. 

The chain was founded in 1990, when 
former Bilston market traders Keith and 
Steve Smith opened a pilot store in 
Burton-upon-Trent. At the time, many 
landlords were reluctant to grant them a 
lease, fearing they would undercut all the 
neighbouring stores. 

But after a tentative start, the 
company has grown into a high street 
staple, more than doubling the number of 
stores over the last three years, and 
employing more than 12,000 people - 
including several hundred at Pound- 
land’s head offices and distribution site 
in Willenhall and its second warehouse 
site in nearby Bilston. 

Agreeing 

“We have had five years of recession, 
and a consequence of that is that people 
have been looking to make their money 
go further,” says Mr McCarthy. 

But given that all the indicators 
suggest the economy is finally showing 
signs of life, is there not a risk that people 
will begin turning away from Poundland, 
just when all its new stores are coming 
on-stream? “I don’t think so, I think the 
changes that we have seen will prove 
sticky. People have become used to saving 
money, and they are proud that they are 
saving money.” 

Even so, Jane does say that lending her 
name to the new Poundland baking range 
was not something she did lightly. 

She says she was initially approached 
by a company she works with, which is 
also a supplier to Poundland, and says she 
thought long and hard before agreeing to 
anything. 

“I’m very lucky in that I have a name 
that people trust, and I never stick my 
name on something unless I either use it 
regularly, or have designed it myself,” she 
says. “But when I looked into it, I thought 
it was a really good idea. I feel it’s a way 
of helping people to bake who haven’t 
done so in the past.”

Drug use and 
burglary are 
top concerns 


BURGLARY and drugs are the top two crime 
concerns for residents in the Black Country. 

That is according to a West Midlands Police survey 
asking locals what they would like to see treated as a 
top policing priority in their area. 


In total 2,041 people from 
the force area responded to 
the online questionnaire, 
including 289 from Sand- 
well, 240 from Walsall, 160 
from Dudley and 98 from 
Wolverhampton. 

A total of 64 people sur¬ 
veyed in Walsall said bur¬ 
glary was their main 
concern, while 40 said drug 
dealing and drug use was a 
problem. Inconsiderate 
parking was also a top issue. 

Unsafe driving and speed¬ 
ing were cited as problems 
on routes such as Sutton 
Road, and in areas including 
Pheasey, Willenhall and 
Rushall. There were compl¬ 
aints about anti-social beh¬ 
aviour in Walsall Wood, 
Pelsall and Walsall town 
centre. 

Key issues for those from 
the Dudley area were very 
similar to those given by

Walsall residents, with 30 
citing drugs as their prime 
concern, 29 saying burglary 
was their main issue and 20 
stating their number one 
problem was inconsiderate 
parking. In Wolverhampton, 
meanwhile, residents’ top 
two issues were burglary 
and drugs respectively, 
closely followed by speeding. 

Walsall cabinet member 
for public protection, Coun¬ 
cillor Zahid Ali, said anti¬ 
social behaviour was his 
main concern. 

“Anti-social behaviour is a 
priority across all six of 
Walsall’s area partnerships, 
so it is very much something 
Walsall Council is focusing 
on,” he said. “Burglary too is 
a priority, as it can devastate 
families when it happens 
and ruin people’s lives.”

A FAMILY’S pet one-year old 
cat is recovering after being 
shot with an air rifle. 

Oily’s concerned owners only 
discovered his injuries after 
taking him to the vet in the wake 
of a sudden change of attitude.

Historic match memento 
is a £lOk bonus for Tony 


IT IS the stuff of dreams for any 
collector - an old football pro¬ 
gramme signed by the England 
team and now valued at £10,000. 

Football author and historian Tony 
Matthews hit the jackpot more than 
30 years ago when his wife Margaret 
bought a job lot of old programmes 
from someone who just wanted to 
clear out his garage. 

It turned out that the match pro¬ 
gramme for a 1953 clash between 
England and Hungary was worth many 
times the rest of the batch combined. 

Hungary, then the world’s number one 
ranked international side and on an 
unbeaten run stretching 24 games, won 6- 
3 in front of a Wembley crowd of 105,000. 
Former West Bromwich Albion historian 
Mr Matthews, who worked for the club for 
30 years, remembers little of the time that 
Margaret paid for the programmes, other 
than that there were 4,000 of them in a 
garage in Evesham and it took three trips 
to get them all.

The couple used to live in Kinver and 
Wall Heath but have since moved to Spain. 

All of the Hungarian side had signed 
the programme as had most of the 
England team. 

Mr Matthews made arrangements to 
visit the others whose names were 
missing whenever West Brom had an 
away match in their area. 

Most of the players, apart from Jackie 
Sewell, Sir Tom Finney and Jeno Buzan- 
sky have since died. 

Mr Matthews, aged 70, said: “At the 
time I was collecting programmes, trying 
to reach the milestone of one million. I 
used to advertise locally asking for any 
football programmes. The most I bought 
in one go was 40,000.” 

As a collector Mr Matthews got to 
know the values of various ‘big match’ 
programmes, particularly the ones with 
autographs. He said: “Regarding the 
England-Hungary production, I had 
various valuations done, by serious col¬ 


lectors up and down the UK, and the 
initial price given was £4,000. Later it 
was valued at £5,000 when it was 50 years 
old in 2003. One person in north Wales 
wanted to buy it there and then. 

“I went on to the Antiques Roadshow 
in 2008 and this time it was valued, there 
and there, at around the £6,000 mark, 
but since then more players have sadly 
died and therefore the price has 
increased and now it is insured for 
£ 10 , 000 .” 

Mr Matthews, who lives in the Cabrera 
mountains in Spain, said he intends to 
sell the programme once his wife agrees. 

The programme is never sent any¬ 
where and is kept under lock and key. 

Last year Mr Matthews learned that he 
was the world’s biggest-selling author of 
football books with 123 published. His 
books include West Bromwich Albion: 
The Complete Record and England 
Who’s Who: 140 Years Of English Inter¬ 
national Footballers. 

He has two more currently being com¬ 
piled and three in the pipeline for 2015.

A SEMI-PROFESSIONAL footballer who notched up hun¬ 
dreds of goals during a glittering amateur career on the 
pitch has died at the age of 39 after a long illness. 

Former Tipton Town striker Brendan Pugh had a trial at current 
Championship club Watford but did not want to leave the area where 
he made his name as a prolific goal-scorer with blistering pace. 


He died at home on Tuesday 
December 3 and his wife was one 
among many to pay tribute, with 
others pouring in from the footballing 
fraternity including from the presi¬ 
dent of his former club Tipton Town. 

Father-of-two Mr Pugh, who lived 
with his family in Hope Road, Tipton, 
started as a youth at Halesowen 
Town, and during his playing career 
has been at Willenhall, Stourbridge, 
Oldbury, Darlaston, Tividale, Toll 
End and Tipton Town. 

His wife Nicola, 36, said: “Appar¬ 
ently he was very fast, and all I ever 
heard was how fantastic he was, and 
that he had an eye for goal. 

Further 

“He was hungry for it too, had the 
drive for it. Everybody admired him 
because of how good he was, nobody 
ever knocked him. 

“The only thing people would have 
said was he should have pushed 
harder and gone further, but he was 
happy where he was. 

“He didn’t want to travel, he liked 
his comfort zone - we were once 
offered a relocation to Canada 
through his work, but he said he 
wasn’t ready to give up football, and 
he would miss his mum and dad.” 

West Bromwich Albion season ticket 
holder Mr Pugh, who ran the Rising 
Sun pub in Tipton for eight years 
alongside his career as an electrician,

would follow the Baggies across the 
country with his friends and two boys 
Danny, 17, and Reece, aged 13. At his 
funeral last week, he was carried in a 
blue and white striped coffin with the 
club’s crest on, and all of the flowers 
were blue and white or yellow and 
green - the colours of his favourite 
away kit. 

John Cross, president and chair¬ 
man at Tipton Town, where Mr Pugh 
rem-ains one of their highest-ever 
scorers with more than 120 goals, 
said: “He was a brilliant footballer. He 
was the life and soul of the party.” 

A statement on the Willenhall 
Town website reads: “It is very sad to 
learn of the passing of Brendan Pugh, 
he will always be remembered for his 
goals, his love of the game and his 
sense of humour.”

Anniversary Diamond Award, which 
will be handed to a sporting legend. 


However, the most coveted of the 
lot continues to be, of course, the 
Sports Personality of the Year award 
itself. 

Whether the next sportsman or 
woman to have their name engraved 
on the trophy turns out to be as laid- 
back as last year’s winner remains to 
be seen. 

Bradley Wiggins was clearly thrilled 
that the public had voted for him (he 
called it “probably his greatest 
achievement”), but unlike some 
previous winners, he wasn’t camera- 
shy or stuck for words. 

Perhaps Chris Froome, his 
successor as the Tour de France 
champion, may come out of top this 
time round. However, it would be very 
tough on Andy Murray following his 
Wimbledon win in the summer if he 
missed out - he’s currently favourite 
with the bookies too. 

What may go against Murray is the 
fact that he hasn’t played much tennis 
since then; he’s been injured for some 
time, which may keep him out of the 
voters’ thoughts. 

Some naysayers may suggest that 
the competition isn’t so hot this time 


round. After all, last year’s ceremony 
took place just months after the 
London Olympics, and arguments 
could have been made for a number 
of candidates from that event alone in 
the build-up to last December’s 
evening. 

But the BBC’s director of sport, 
Barbara Slater, reckons it will be as 
exciting as ever: “The year includes 
major events such as the Ashes, 
World Athletics Championships, 

Rugby League World Cup and 
Women’s European Football 
Championship as well as a packed 
calendar across all sporting 
disciplines, so we’re looking forward to 
another exciting show.” 

This time, cameras, crew and 
celebs are heading to Leeds’ First 
Direct Arena, and we can expect all 
the usual reports and highlights, 
although an iconic host will be 
missing - Sue Barker. 

A few months ago she announced 
her decision to step down from the 
show, but she’s leaving it in very good 
hands - Gary Lineker, Clare Balding 
and Gabby Logan are the 
experienced trio in charge.

Versatile 
new Volvo 
is safe bet 
all round 


By Bob Hickman 


VOLVO has always been known as a man¬ 
ufacturer of safe, robust and reliable 
cars, and now it has produced a third 
generation of the XC70, which is more 
refined than ever. 

The Volvo XC70 can be used during the week 
as an elegant car and transforms at the 
weekend in to a great partner for outdoor pur¬ 
suits. 

It has a rugged look, with a larger grille, 
redesigned headlamps and contrasting protective 
sections, with chrome mouldings at the bottom of 
the doors. 

The rugged look is just that. There is never 
going to be a situation where the XC70 will be a 
genuine off-roader, sufficient to say it looks the 
part and will enable you to venture down green 
lanes, in to the car boot field and possibly the boat 
slipway. 

The interior is design at its best, every small 
detail has 100 per cent focus on a clean image. I 
suppose you could say it is the typical Swedish 
image that we expect - no frills, no bells, no whis¬ 
tles, everything doing its job and being ergonomi¬ 
cally designed to ensure comfort for driver and 
passenger. 

There is a choice of interior colour - Sandstone 
Beige, Anthracite Black or Espresso Brown. 

Focal 

The colour screen, five inch or seven inch, is a 
focal point of the vehicle. The position is high so 
the driver doesn’t have to avert his eyes from the 
road. All functions can be operated from the 
steering wheel. 

Bluetooth enables hands-free phone conversa¬ 
tions and music streaming, although Luddites like 
me still slot a CD into the system and get their 
music that way. Bluetooth is a feature throughout 
the whole range and not just the top spec. 

In addition, technophiles will love a mobile 
application, an extension of the Volvo On Call app, 
which makes sure drivers can stay in touch with 
their parked cars via an i-Phone or android smart¬ 
phone. 

The vehicle is very spacious. Even the luggage 
compartment has been designed in the same way. 

The XC70 is available with a choice of a petrol 
engine or two diesel derivatives. 

The petrol option is a mighty six-cylinder, 
2953cc with a top speed of 130mph and a not too 
embarrassing 0-60 of 6.9 seconds. But quite high 
C02 emissions mean it is an expensive vehicle to 
tax for a year at £460. 

The two diesel options, 1984cc and 2400cc, have 
the brilliant five-cylinder engine, which is music 
to my ears. I love odd cylinder configurations and 
the sound they make. Power outputs are 163bhp 
and 205bhp, with top speeds similar at just under 
130mph. 

Score 

Where the diesels score heavily over the petrol 
is in the running costs, with C02 emissions of 
139g/km and 179g/km for the automatic box 
options, taking them down into the realms of £120 
and £215 per annum road tax. 

The driving dynamics of the XC70 was always 
going to be solid, capable, and reliable. It was 
never going to be a fleet of foot vehicle, but Volvo 
engineers have done their homework in the han¬ 
dling department and the vehicle is a comfortable, 
smooth companion on all types of terrain, includ¬ 
ing multi-pothole roads. 

There is a whole list of extras, so if you are in the 
market for this sort of vehicle, you really do need 
to spend some time talking with the sales staff at 
a Volvo dealership. 

There is, for example, a pedestrian detection 
device with full auto brake to help the driver 
detect dangerous situations and help avoid the 
nightmare scenario of hitting a pedestrian. 

There is a second generation WHIPS, a Volvo 
system to avoid neck injuries, a collision warning 
with full auto brake, also City Safety - the list 
goes on. 

One feature new to me is an adaptive cruise 
control feature, this automatically maintains a set 
gap between the vehicle in front. 

Prices for the Volvo XC70 range from £32,390 
for the Start/Stop SE diesel and top out at £42,585 
for the petrol derivative.
